One of the most singular niivhani\il 

operations imaginable is the making of 
the gold wire for what is known as 
gold lace. The refiner lirst, prepares 
a, solid rod of silver about an inch in 
thickness; he beats this rod, applies 

upon the surface a sheet of gold leaf, 

burnishes this down, and so on, until 
the gold is about one hundred' h part 

the thickness of the silver. The rod 
is i hen subj'cied to a t rain of processes 
which brings it do vn to the State of 

line wire, when it is passed through 
holes in a steel plate, lessening step 

hy step in diameter, Tne gold never 

deseris I he silver, hut adheres clnselv 
io it, and shares all its mutation ; it 
isone-buii'li'edib part the thickness of 
the silver at the beginning, and it 
maintains the same ratio to the end. 
As to the thinness lo which the gold 
coated md of silver can be brought, the 
limit depends on the delic.ie\ nf 

human skill. Ii has been calculated, 
however, that the gold aetu ill v placed 
on the very liii"st silver wire for gold 
lace is not iiwro than one-third of one 

millionth of an inch in thick net* ; 
that is, not above one-tenth the 
thickness of ordinary gold leaf. 



The nets upon which nutmegs 
grow look like small pear-trees, and 
are gener&Uj not over twenty feet 
high.

The Dutch used to have all this 
nutmeg trade: as they owned the 
Bin. hi [stands, and oonqnered all the 
trades, and destroyed the trees, T«< 
keep the price up, they once burned 
three piles of nutmegs, each of which 
was said In be '• M big as a church."
